STRONG FIGHT ON 
SPEAKER CANNON 


WASHINGTON. 
July 
2 9 —The 
war on Speaker Cannon has taken a 
1 new and interesting turn. 
His op­ 
ponents are carrying their fight on 
•him to the voters in a 'number of 
congressional districts. 
They hope 
‘ to make impossible his re-election as 
I Speaker. 
j 
It is in the West that the antag-! 
onism to Speaker Cannon is chiefly1 
felt and is now being manifested. In 
a number of districts pledges are be-’ 
ing exacted of Republican candidates* 
for the House to the effect that if 
elected they will not support “Uncle 
Joe” for the Speakership. 
In sev­ 
eral of the Nebraska districts such 


pledges will probably be exacted. 
In 
Kansas, the same movement is on in 
a part of the districts. 
In one or 
two Iowa districts there has been 
talk of exacting such a pledge. 
The effect of such procedure is ap­ 
parent. 
It Jeopardizes Mr. Cannon’s 
prospects of re-election 
greatly 
in; 
case the House is Republican by a 
narrow margin. 
If the majority for 
the Republicans 
in 
the 
House is 
largely reduced, as It is expected it 
will be, the pledging of a small num­ 
ber of Republicans against the states­ 
man from Danville might 
utterly 
block any effort to make him Speak­ 
er. 
The danger to the Speaker is 
the more pronounced when it is re­ 
caller! that he has a number of an­ 
tagonists in the House 
Republican 
membership who stand ready to vote 


against him without being pledged 
thereto the moment it appears he 
can be beaten. 
Reasons for Opposition. 
Why Speaker Cannon has encoun­ 
tered opposition of this sort is gener­ 
ally well understood. 
He is charged • 
with preventing much legislation de-1 
manded by the President. 
A fertile 
source of opposition to him is to be 
found in the temperance and anti­ 
liquor element throughout the coun­ 
try. 
It is no secret that he has 
stood in the wmy of legislation want­ 
ed by these elements. 
For instance, 
it is well-known that the District of 
Columbia committee last winter was 
so made up as to make it impossible 
to get anti-liquor legislation for the 
District of Columbia, reported out. In 
those sections of the country where 


the admiration 
for 
Roosevelt 
is 
strongest, there the opposition to the 
Speaker is most pronounced. 
The exacting of pledges 
against 
the Speaker is decidedly embarrass­ 
ing to some of the candidates who 
want to re-elect Mr. Cannon and rea­ 
lize that if they oppose him and he 
is re-elected, their hope of good com­ 
mittee appointments will be lost.
